B. Ue, Omferedate general, and who was one of an eminent line of 
American historic characters, had her nine t>lood chilled a few days 
ngo In Sew York, at lintel Astbr, at the meeting of the Woman's 
City Committee of the Hughes Alliance. The shock to her nerves 
was caused l>y the presence in the committee of 15 Colored women, 
inltured, conversant with the topics, participants in I he doings of

Una M. Potaehek (1'otachek is a peculiar name for a woman of her 

* line of ancestry) grew indignant at the sight of the Negro women,

she had an old Negro nurse that she thought the world of, but that 
she wouldn't sit neat to Negroes in the meeting. No! indeed she 
wouldn't, and she left .in a flurry, feeling wounded to her heart. 
Why wouldn't she sit next to a Negro now, when in her beginning. 
^he lay next ti. her black mammy's hreasl which waa'the fountain 
..f,her life* blood T Does physical contact with the Negro contant- 

r _ v __jMl«i Is proximity deteriorating! How_ about her Southern home) 
. Hon about Negroes in the kitchen, elbow deep in the dough, out of 
which the bread she ate was* baked! How about a Negro driving her 
through the streets and roads, sitting by her in the same carriage, 
did that contaminate her! An analysis i»r -her home training and 
action would indicate that she would not object to her old black 
nun* Bitting by her, but object only to a cultured and well-bred 
Colored woman, intelligent and able to aqually discuss with her all 
the nuestions involved 

Mrs, B. S Merry answered Mrs. Potaehek rather sharply. She 
said she was "an old Blaine girl" and was proud of being from the 
Stale of Maine. She defended the Colored women delegate*. She 
■■:.). i. "The Lord made the white man and the Lord made the Negro." 
She protested against drawing the color line, and exclaimed at the 
end of her remarks, "I'm not afraid to ait along side the Negro." 

So Mrs. Potaehek left, dragging her raaial prejudice with her to a 
more congenial atmosphere, and the 15 Colored women delegates and 
their friend, the "Old Blaine girl," remained and deliberated, with 
the other. delegates, on how to aid in the election of Hughes. Mrs. 
Potaehek with her race feeling is more, in accord with the dominant 
sentiment surrounding the homestead and manors of her ancestry in 
the old South, than in the land where Hughes and such master 
spirits are great force* However, Mrs. Potaehek left and we hope 
she will stay left, and the Colored women remained tn help give the 
nation a non-racial and fair-minded president

With this message Billy 
Sunday Is gripping the large dtles, 
and Dr. John It. M,m Is reaching tbe 
aludent life of the world.. 

I. Paul's Account of His Early Life 
(v. 1-0). By bis use Of the Greek tongue 
he obtained permission to' deliver this 
address, and by his wise nse of Ihe 
Jewish language he gained the atten- 
tion of the excited crowd. Paul as- 
serted his Jewish origin. (Acts 21-38). 
Tarsus, where he was bom. had 
versify which rivaled those of Athens 
and Alexandria, and I'aul had probably 
heard Its great philosophers. Paul was 
an educated man ; he was brought up 
-in Jerusalem from hla early boyhood 
at the feel of Gamaliel Its greatest 
teacher. Thou his religious training 
was according to the law of the fa- 
thers, and us "touching' ihe righteous- 
ness which is of the law," he was 
blameless (Phil, 3:fi). He was xeaious 
for God, doing what he thought be 
would have biqi do even when "perse- 
cuted this way," the way of forgive- 
ness, sslvatlon snd right eousness. 
Jesus Mild, "l urn ihe way." Paul was 
at thla time an Instrument In the hands 
of the rulers, carrying out their plans, 
but be exceeded, tbem In bla zeitl for 
"the traditions of our fathers (GaL 
1:14>._ He was not at ail like those 
Pharisees whom Christ "condemned as 
"white sepulchers." He was not what 
we would term today, "a bed man." 
" II. Paul's Turning MM w. 6-21). 
Paul aevuis to pick out three different 
crises in this rehearsal. (1) His Inter- 
view with Christ, when he saw Jesus 
as ba> redly waa in his glory, a living 
risen Savior (Cor. 9:1; 16.8). He bed 
positive proof of the resurrection from I 
the dead. This proof cunvicted him 
of aln. He bad heard Jesus call, lie 
had asked Jesus what he would have 
him to. do. He was ready to obey, and 
aotnethnig was given him to do. The 
light which- he- met un that Journey ar- 
rested him In his mad course. The 
voice gave hiin his directions. In obedi- 
ence to the command, "Arise and go,' 
he gained knowledge and skill. (2) He 
lights upon bis Interview with Ananias 
(v. 14) where- he received personal help 
from an experienced Christian. In the 
darkness' and conflict of those three 
days of lonellnesa tbe questions 
hnve been : Could he leave rank, honor. 
friends? Could he enter Ihe service of 
the despised one and suffer reproach, 
danger .and death? During this con- 
flict he mnsf have bad before him the 
vision of what God would have-hlm do. 
it ml the work for wblch he chose him 
I iv 16-18). HI* vision and commission 
cooatlinted a strong motlvp for right 
decision. During the vision he came 
Into the light, and confessed his faHb 
by hla hajitlam. As a result of those 
three daya and hi* Interview with 
Ananias he came to know God'a will 
more fully. Tbe next step was of 
course (3) bis public avowal (See Acts 
3:3*; Bah, 10:12; Horn. 10:13; I Cor. 
6:11). The purpose of Paul's whole 
life Had mission was changed.. 
Ill- Paul's Dangerous Position (*v. 
2CV3UJ. The mob gave him audience 
until his words about the Gentiles, His 
deeia ration that God had commanded 
htm to go ;'-.[i a mission to the Gen- 
tiles ) as an offense to the Jews, and 
his words fell like a "spark upon an 
inflammable mass of fanaticism." They 
broke out Into a frensy of excitement, 
and made prrparatlona "lp. atone him. 
An Oriental mob la hideous beyond de- 
gree, bowling, yelling, cursing, 
ins their teeth, flinging their arms, 
casting off their garments (v. J 
throwing dust Into" tbe air to relh 
their excitement and Co express their 
execration. It wss a manifestation of 
their unconrreBahle rage. The opposi- 
tion of a mob Is no proof that the 
Peraon It runes Is wrong.
